International Association of Dentistry 
for Children. 


Budapest-July, 1979, 8th Congress. 
The Scientific programme consisted of 
35 minute presentations of about 40 
papers selected from the i150 which 
had been submitted, also 110 poster 
presentations. Simuitaneous trans— 
jation was available in French, 


Russian, German, Hungarian and English. 


Tt is interesting to note that it was 
the first International Meeting of 
Chiidren's Dentistry attended by 
Russian dentists, The attendance at 
the meeting waS approximately &00, 
dentists and accompanying persons, 
from other countries and 150 
Hungarian dentists. The organisation 
was excellent and aii participants 
were impressed by the Hungarian 
hospitality. 

The I.A.D.C. Council Meeting was held 
on the day before the Congress. 

A real problem in an international 
forum is communication. Instantaneous 
transiation was availabie for the 
first time at a Councii meeting and 
this expedited the business. 


Membership of the Council has increas~ 
ed from i0 countries, mainiy Westerm 
Europe and North America 8 years ago 
to 28 countries throughout the worid 
inciuding Cuba which was granted 
membership at the meeting. The item 
on the agenda dealing with the 
amendment of the Constitution was 
discussed at fength. A.S.D.C,. members 
wil? be notified when the amended 
Constitution has been received by 

the Secretary. 

Dr. Haim Sarnat in his Presidential 
report, referred to the objectives of 
the IT,A.D.C.; he believes that these 
can only be achieved through people 
who are ready to work and involve 
themselves. Health Authorities and 
Mass Media give more attention to 
a problem when they realise that 
many people from many countries 
considered the matter important. 

The I.A.D.C. can give impetus to 
programmes which have faitered and 
need reviving. It can piant the seed 
of Dental care for children in places 
where it was not considered a need, 
Tt can Sponsor, give respectability 
and recognition to professional 
efforts for improvement, such as 
seminars and symposia, 

Professor Gerry Winter presented 
his eighth, and final, Secretary's 
Report in which he stated ‘probabiy 
the greatest contribution of the 
Association has been to stimulate 
the formation of national groups 
and societies devoted to chiid dental 
health in individual countries 
around the worid; examples of this 
are to be found in Hungary and 
Austraiia,' 

At the end of the meeting Professor 
Winter was unanimousiy elected an 
Honorary Member of the Association. 

The International prize, sponsored 
by Astra Lakemedel AB, for publica- 
tion of an original essay in the 
field of child dental health has 
been increased to 400 (Steriing). 
Supporting members who require 
further information should contact 
the Secretary of A.S.D.C,. 

Roger Hail presented the report 
on arrangements for the 9th CONGRESS 
in Melbourne indicating that 


planning is weil advanced. 
From discussions with many of the 
participants in Budapest there is 
considerable interest in Australia 
and the Meibourne Congress.

Since the last Newsletter we have 
conducted our (third) ‘One-Day! Con- 
vention, this year titled 'Team 
Dentistry". Again we were fortunate 
to use the facilities at the Dental 
Therapy School here in Meibourne. 
There were three Guest Speakers: 
from Adelaide, Dr. Don Worley, General 
Practitioner and well known for 
his interest in Dental Auxilliary 
Training Courses; Dr, Andy Graebner, 
formerly Director of the W.A.I.T. 
School of Dental Therapy, Perth, now 
in General Practice, working with 
W.A.E.T. trained Therapists; the third 
Speaker was Mrs. Robyn Robinson, from 
the Social Biology Resources Centre 
in Melbourne, a Psychologist with a 
particular interest in developing 
communication skills amongst profess- 
ional groups. 
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This meeting, on June lith, attract~- 
ed an audience, Society members and 
visitors, of over 75, Dr. Worley 
opened proceedings by speaking on the 
various forms of the Auxiliaries 
that are availabie in Team practice, 
their present and possible future 
roles and functions. He stressed the 
role of the Dentist as leader of the 
Dental Health Team and the need for 
him to work efficiently and comfort- 
ably with chairside assistants of 
the highest standard. He was followed 
by Dr. Braebner, who spoke on the 
special form of practice that he 
conducts in Western Australia where 
he employs Therapists as the basis 
of his Team Dentistry approach to 
practice. He spoke on their role and 
utilisation in providing dental care 
for children and, with certain restric- 
tions, for adults in such a form of 
private practice, and stressed the 
absolute necessity for such Therapists 
to work always under the control of 
supervising dentists. By employing 
such auxiliaries he stressed the 
ability of Dentists to free them- 
selves from labour intensive forms 
of dental therapy and so to be able 
to concentrate on the ali Important 
aspect of Diagnosis and Treatment 
Pianning and more exacting forms of 
Restorative care, He, in turn, was 
foilowed by Mrs, Robinson who spent 
an interesting hour establishing at 
a broad level the different forms of 
communication that exist between 
people, no matter who they may be, 
when brought into face to Pace situa- 
tions with each other. For each of 
the three stances adopted In relation 
to the other, namely passivity, aggres~- 
sion and assertiveness, she role- 
played these situations before the 
audience and later asked for their 
comments on what they had seen. This 
aroused much discussion and interest. 

Following lunch Dr. Graebner gave 
his second presentation with a state- 
ment on the role of the Therapist in 
prevention of Dental and Oral Disease. 
He certainly stimulated much comment 
and discussion during both of his 
presentations, and it was interesting 
to learn at first hand of his success 
in putting certain ideais Into 
practice. 





Dr. Worley concluded the days pro~ 
granme with a Chairside Demonstration 
of ‘Efficient Comfortable Dentistry - 
Working with Chairside Assistance’. 

This year's third Dinner Meeting on 
July 5th, was attended by over 30 
members and guests to hear a 'Mini- 
Taik' by Society member Dr. Maria 
Highfield and her husband Don (who 
is Secretary of the A.S.A.A.D.) who 
spoke on ‘Attitudes to Sedation in 
our Practice’, They stressed the in- 
adequacies or intravenous methods of 
sedation in children and promoted the 
efficacy of the Nitrous Oxide Rela- 
tive Anaigesia form of Psycho-Sedation 
but most particularly emphasised the 
patient's need for sedation in order 
to cope with necessary dental proced- 
ures. After the dinner our Guest 
Speaker Miss Synthis Edgell, chief 
Speech Pathologist, the Royal Chiidren 
Hospital, who spoke on the broad scope 
of hex work particularly in analysing 
the speech behaviour of the clinic- 
ally more noticable forms of Speech 
Pathology. Her subject was of obvious 
interest to the audience, and as this 
subject has not been broached before 
in our meetings, it provided a stim- 
ulus for future contacts, on the 
basis of the common ground that 
exists, between our professions. 

The programme for next year will 
comprise Dinner Meetings for March, 
May, July and September, and our 
‘One-Day’ Meeting will again be heid 
at the Dental Therapy School, dune 
30th, and the programme will be 
titied ‘Oral Disease in Children’.

BRISBANE DENTAL SURVEY, 1977 
DMFT scores represent a 50% reduction 
on levels reported in 1954 and a 20-35% 
reduction on caries experience of Queens 
land country children in 1967, 21% of 
the sample consumed fluoride tablets 
regularly and had caries levels vir- 
tually identical with lifetime residents 
of Fluoridated areas, There have been 
substantial reductions since 1954 in 
caries experience of Brisbane children. 
The nature of and reasons for the reduc’ 
tion are matters for conjecture. Rising 
affluence and improved parental educa- 
tion have been features of the period. 
Health education has been intensified. 
Professionally applied fluoride appiica~ 
tions have increased markediy and the 
insurance funds give rebates for preven— 
tive as well as restorative procedures.

THE RELATION BETWEEN DIETETIC KNOWLEDGE 
AND EATING BEHAVIOUR 
There does not necessarily have to be 
a correlation between a person's atti- 
tudes and his behaviour, On the con- 
trary, it can often be shown there Is a 
difference between what one says and 
what one does. This proven fact In 
modern psychology, exerts a negative 
influence on the effectiveness of diete- 
tic counselling. fTruiy efficrent diete- 
tic counselling must inciude treatment 
to modify dietary behaviour as well. 
Generaliy, dietary treatment centres 
around negative reinforcement, or the 
elimination of positive reinforcers, In 
other words, the pleasure from certain 
habits, quantities and qualities of food 
must be eliminated. Parents can be 
taught to avoid producingsituations In 
the daily iife of their chiidren which 
lead to the linking of inappropriate 


stimuli to the response of eating so that 


stimuli, not related with the biological 
needs of energy balance can no longer 
influence appetite. For those who 
received parental dietary training under 
fase contingencies, there exists the 
possibility of behaviour modification 
therapy. {Food and Nutrition Notes and 
Reviews, Vol.34, No.4, 197?

EXTRATION OF TEETH INVOLVED IN THE 
LINE OF MANDIBULAR FRACTURES 

The indications for extration of 
teeth in the line of mandibular fracy 
tures has been anaiysed on basis of 
185 teeth involved in fractures 
treated in the time period 1973-1976. 
Indications for extraction could be 
limited to teeth with longitudinal 
erown-root fractures and teeth in- 
volved in infected. fractures not 
attending treatment until several 
days after the accident. Maintenance 
of teeth in the fracture line means 
on the other hand a thorough reguiar 
clinical controi of the fracture 
region with radiographic examination 
and vitality test of the teeth for 
at least a year. (Swed.Dent, J 3: 
27-32 {1979} }. 

NITROUS OXIDE RELATED NEUROLOGICAL 
DISORDERS . . 

The occurrence is reported of a 
neurologicai disorder in persons, 
chronically exposed to N20. Circum- 
stantial evidence suggests nitrous 
oxide itseif, or some volatile trace 
contaminant in the gas, is responsible 
for central and peripheral nervous 
system damage. In id of 15 instances 
the patients were dentists. Twelve 
of these had deliberately, repeatediy 
administered N20 to themselves. The 
remaining two did not abuse nitrous 
oxide, but had been heavily exposed to 
it professionally. Neurological 
symptoms appeared between 3 months 
and 5 years after exposure began. 

The neurological manifestations 
disappeared partiy, or completely, 
after exposure ceased, but reappeared 
if exposure was resumed. The disorder 
usualiy began with numbness or ting- 
ling in the hands or feet. At First 
the sensory symptoms were patchy, but 
iater symmetrical distal numbness 
occurred. Some patrents exposed to 
nitrous oxide complained of a degree 
of impotence, some had impaired 
sphincter control and several mentioned 
depression, impared memory and 
difficuity in thinking. Those exposed 
to N20 should be aware of this newly 
recognized hazard of the substance, 
(Med J. Austral 1978; 2:1227 (May 19)}.
